Do we know for a fact that these sites have both had the security upgrade performed and then have had 
follow-on floppy lock issues? Or is this a perceived threat based on earlier communications? I have been 
contacted by 3 sites that reported locked floppies. This is now the 4th. All of these sites,.were sites that had 
yet had the security upgrade. The unrelated problems were corrected through other means. 

The security upgrade going out should not be locking down floppies. If this is, then I will track this. There is 
a relatively easy cure. Those small number of workstations that will be affected will be handled on a case by 
case basis by the ERF. 

I have just spoken with SSA He is unaware of any issues at this time. He did say that 

he would be contacting the Sysadmins to double-check the situation. I asked him to notify me if there truly 
were floppy issues.
